It may also smpri'C many 
readers to learn that ihe prrs- 
ent budget in all l.lodihood 
will not be cut nearly ns much 
at was Governor Furcolo s fust 
budget back in 1957. 

ff’hat this all adds tit to for 
the Legislature is a tong, hot 
tempestuous summer of wran¬ 
gling over and wrestling with 
the State’s financial problem. 

Any idea that the bgislators 
are going to pare this budget 
to the point where nc new tax¬ 
es will he needed, tin n clear 
their desks and go home by the 
end of ihe month, now seems to 
be so unrealistic as to be ab¬ 
surd. 

This is what mav be expect- 
ed in the wav of developments 
on Beacon Hill. 

The House probably uill cut 
somewhere between $7 million 
and $10 million from the budg¬ 
et. (Some of those slasnes will 
later be restored.) 

The Senate will go along 
with the budget reductions 
made by the House and may 
even make a few of its own. 

Governor Furcolo will hold 
up the budget when it teaches 
him and refuse to sign it un¬ 
til he sres where the money is 
coming from lo pav tfe bills. 

Unless there is a shift in 
sentiment, the sales tax bill un¬ 
doubtedly u til be dt trated in 
the House, at least the first 
time around. 

Furcolo then mav do one of 
two tilings: 1. Invite th* Legis¬ 
lature to consider the tax pro¬ 
gram backed by Lieutenant 
Governor Robert F. Murphy 
and the ADA. 2 Or suggest 
that the Legislature 'tseil come 
up with a plan foi providing a 
source of revenue fiom which 
the State could get the money 
it needs. 

T here is practically no 
chance whatever that the Mur* 
phy-ADA plan wil 1 le approv¬ 
ed and just about as Lltle pos¬ 
sibility of the Legislature ad¬ 
vancing anv scheme of its own. 

After it becomes apparent 
that there isn’t am painless 
nay of exit acting mints i from 
the taxpayers, (loveroni lur- 
erdo presumably will submit 
the sales tax to the Legislature 
a second time.

In other words, they would 
provide enough money to fi¬ 
nance the operations of the 
Stale until next May 1 and 
would gamble on finding funds 
somewhere to pay I lit bills for 
the last two months of the fis¬ 
cal year.

The Nptvton Recreation 
Department announced to¬ 
day that the Crystal Lake 
swimming season opens 
this Saturday, June 13, at 
2 p.m. The facilities will he 
open until 6 p.m. 

The City Health Department 
under direction of Dr. Harry 
T. Phillips has conducted wa¬ 
ter tests periodically during 
the past several weeks. 

All persons who plan to use 
the Crystal Lake bathhouse 
and public facilities must have 
a permit and must check 
through the bathhouse. 

No swimming Is allowed 
from the pnrk area on Lake 
avenue, or from any of the 
railroad property between 
Centre street, and Rogers 
street. 

Control of swimming off 
private property is the sole 
responsibility of the property 
owner. For the protection and 
safety of the children, proper¬ 
ty owners should not allow 
swimming from their property 
without proper supervision. 

Recreation Commissioner C. 
Evan Johnson announced that 
the Department makes use of 
a restricted swimming area 
with a full compliment of 16 
life guards. 

Comr. Johnson announced 
the Crystal Lake facilities will 
be open Sunday from 2 to 6 
p.m. and daily Monday from 
June 15 to June 19 from 2 to 
8:30 p.m. 

Beginning on June 20 the 
facilities will be open daily 
from 9 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. until 
Labor Day. The schedule pro¬ 
vides for swimming on Sunday 
afternoons only from 2 to 6 
p.m. 

Comr. Johnson requested 
cooperation of the swimming 
public, since the Recreation 
Department issues about 11,- 
000 swim permits each season 
for Crystal Lake. Most per¬ 
mits are purchased by school 
children. 

"It will be most advantage¬ 
ous to them and to us If they 
can purchase their permits 
prior to the opening of Crys¬ 
tal L a k e,” the Commission¬ 
er's announcement said. 

"We hope to avoid conges¬ 
tion and long waiting at the 
lake by having the preliminary 
sale at the Crystal Lake bath¬ 
house and at the Recreation 
Department at City Hall.”

The 1958 attendance record 
of 1,750,000 will be surpassed 
In 1959 "If the spring figures 
so far are Indicative of what 
can be anticipated for the re¬ 
mainder of this year," the 
Commissioner said. 

"Request for use of the fa¬ 
cilities,” Mr. Johnson said, 
"have been so great at times 
that some requests could not 
be granted and later dates had 
to be arranged.

any heavy hurl gel stashes forced 
on them by the Senate. 

At the decks arc cleared lor 
the budget battle in the Senate, 
it is well to remember that un¬ 
less the Hou«e concurs in the 
action taken by the Senate, the 
budget would be »ta;led in the 
conflict between the two legis¬ 
lative branches. 

Neither legislative chamber 
can actually do anything unless 
the other one assents. The 
House can't apprj\c the hud- 
get unless the Senate also acts 
favorably on it, and the Senate 
can’t make deep cut 1 in the 
budget unless the House ac¬ 
cepts them. 

If the Senate makes stagger¬ 
ing slashes in the budget and 
the House concurs, it would be 
tantamount to an a tmiwion on 
the part of the House members 
that they should have ’educed 
the budget more sharply in the 
first place. 

If the Senate makes only 
moderate cuts in the hudget, it 
would mean that some new tax 
— either a sales ax or some 
other impost — would have to 
be enacted to give me State 
enough money to pay Us bills. 

When the House adopted the 
Governor's budget and sent it 
to the Senate after trimming 
only $1.1 million, a majority 
of the members in the lower 
legislative chamber in effect 
committed themselves to enact¬ 
ing either new or additional 
taxes. 

What notv happens to the 
budget in the Senate will de* 

E end upon a small gtoup of 
lemocratic Solons who, in ef¬ 
fect, will bold the balance of 
power. 

The Republican minority in 
the Senate undoubtedly will 
endeavor to make deep cuts in 
the budget. 


A majority of the Democra¬ 
tic Senators who ore friendly 
to Governor Furcoln u ill seek 
to give him most of the money 
he desires to spend, although 
they will vote for some budget 
reductions. 

A big difference between the 
budget fight in the Senate and 
that which occurred in the 
House is that Senate President 
John E. Powers will not em¬ 
ploy any of the dictatorial 
tactics which were used at times 
in the House to cool off the 
would-be budget cutters. 

Exactly what attitude Powers 
will take toward the budget is 
uncertain. But one thing which 
is sure is that he will preside 
with absolute fairness over the 
Senate session during the budg¬ 
et debate. That is a lule he 
nev er breaks. 

Persons on the opposite side 
of an issue from Powers never 
have cause to complain about 
his employing any parliamen¬ 
tary tricks or resorting to any 
unfair actions to hamstring 
them. 

Ordinarily a Senate presi¬ 
dent ads as a ncuhal arbiter 
and votes only to lncak a lie. 

Powers, of course, is oppos¬ 
ed to a sales lax or to c.ny new 
(axes. To what degree dint will 
influence his attitude toward 
the budget remains to be seen. 
Whatever his personal virus 
may be, he can be expected to 
run the Senate sessions with 
judicial fairness. 

iliglit now some members of 
the Slate Senate are viewing 
the budget which has been 
dropped into their collective 
laps with about the same dub¬ 
ious uncertainty that a house¬ 
holder would regard an unex¬ 
ploded bomb which landed in 
his back yard.

ing, social, rehabilitative, 
and economic needs of those 
patients who may be treat¬ 
ed at home”.

Home Care Programs are 
able to meet the needs of a 
growing number of chroni¬ 
cally ill and aged patients 
who do not require Institu¬ 
tional care but are occupying 
institutional bods because a 
more suitable place for care 
is lacking. 

Such a program offers to 
the homebound patient a co¬ 
ordinated spectrum of medi¬ 
cal, social and rehabilitative 
services individualized to his 
particular needs. It also helps 
speed the recovery of those 
patients to whom the family 
environment would have a 
therapeutic effect.

Stories Of 2 

The story of 18 years spent 
in India, leaching and doing 
social work with her minister- 
husband was told hy Mrs. 
Edna Long of Auburndale to 
memhers of the Wellesley 
Branch of the National 
League of American Pen 
Women. 

Mrs. Long, a new member, 
was introduced by Mrs. Glenn 
MacLeod, of Waban. Presi¬ 
dent, at the final meeting of 
the current season, held at the 
home of Mrs. David Hall of 
Wellesley Hills. 

Mrs. Long told how she be¬ 
gan writing while at Oberlln 
College, how she became a 
cub reporter on a Kansas City 
daily. 

After her marriage she 
joined Rev, Loy L. Long in 
teaching In the International 
School in India for two years. 
This was followed by 18 years 
in Bombay State where they 
organized social welfare, 

During the 1937 famine in 
India Mrs. Long discovered 
the use of the fibre of the sisal 
plant for making shoes and 
bagging material. She and her 
husband organized Coopera¬ 
tive Markets. 

For her work with the In¬ 
dian people, Mrs. Long re¬ 
ceived the Distinguished Serv¬ 
ice Medal from the Indian 
government. Her husband's 
work as Personnel Director 
for the American Board of 
Foreigr Missions, brought 
them back to Boston, where 
Mrs. Long now writes news 
stories of the accomplish¬ 
ments and successes of Indian 
students in this country. 

She also contributes to 
many church and other peri¬ 
odicals In the United States, 
as well as in India, many of 
them formerly being written 
by her in the Marathi lan¬ 
guage. 

The second speaker of the 
afternoon was also a new 
member, Mrs. George W. Pal¬ 
mer, of Newton Highlands. As 
an artist, she told of her ca¬ 
reer in the Mass. Normal Art 
School, then as a commercial 
artist. Giving up art for eleven 
years after her marriage, Mrs. 
Palmer resumed painting, and 
exhibits presently in many 
showings. She specializes in 
portrait and floral painting. 

Mrs. Alice Cooper Bailey of 
Weston, Past-President of 
the Honolulu Branch of 
N.L.A.P.W., fascinated the 
members with the story of 
her early life in Hawaii, her 
successful stories of Holland, 
and a forthcoming book which 
will appear in January. She 
collaborated In producing 
"Hawaiian Diary” or tourists. 
It was her father who first 
had the idea of a University 
in Hawaii, and Mrs. Bailey re¬ 
members attending the Uni¬ 
versity as a special student 
vhen the enrollment num¬ 
bered twelve.

Mr. Dennard said the 
Committee made an excep¬ 
tion in this case because of 
the traffic hazard. 

"Some streets in the area 
do not have sidewalks," Supt. 
Dennard said. This decision 
here was based on the health 
hazard, really the traffic haz¬ 
ard involved. 

"In the meantime, we are 
going to make a careful study 
of this area to determine 
routes where there are enough 
sidewalks to see what might 
be done to eliminate this 
safety hazard." 

Hb said the decision in Ihn 
Spaulding School case also 
was an exception. The Com¬ 
mittee decided to provide 
transportation for 6th grade 
pupils from the Dudley nl. 
area of Oak Hill to the 
Spaulding School 

"This is a case of having to 
move children from their 
home district to another dis¬ 
trict, and the commute feels 
it has a responsibility of 
transporting sixth graders 
from Oak Hill,” Supt. Den¬ 
nard said. 

The School Committee's an¬ 
nouncement followed a pub¬ 
lic hearing held Monday 
night at Newton High School, 
which Supt. Dennard attended, 
and which was presided over 
by Committee Chairman Has¬ 
kell Freedman.

Parents 
mobilized at once and presen¬ 
ted a petition signed by 300, 
protesting the action. 

Parents of the area were 
represented by ■ Dr. Charles 
D. Bonner of 80 Parker ave., 
chairman of the health and 
safety committee of the 
Countryside School PTA, and 
Atty. Jay Fialkow of 58 Elinor 
rd., chairman of the legisla¬ 
tive affairs committee. 

The school is approximately 
I s ,a miles from the Charlemont, 
area, but since the children 
come home for lunch at noon, 
this amounts to a daily hike 
of some six miles. 

Dr. Bonner told the com¬ 
mittee of the increased traffic 
on Winchester st., because of 
the increased population in 
the town of Needham "and 
the Increased activity at the 
Newton and Needham indus¬ 
trial centers." 

“Winchester st. has be- 
come a main thoroughfare,” 
Dr. Bonner said. There Is 
no posted speed limit, no 
police supervision and traf¬ 
fic moves at an excessive 
rate of speed. 

"In recent years there have 
been two major accidents, one

delay action until some alter¬ 
nate plan could be prepared. 

Chairman Freedman men¬ 
tioned the possibility of con¬ 
structing a walking path from 
Winchester st., to Upland ave., 
which would shorten the route 
to the schoo l.
